This action is responsive to the amendment filed 10/517,763, which has been entered. 
Claims 14-26 are currently. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of a recentehng device for a rotor 
shaft, and most significantly requires means for recentehng the bearing support after 
decoupling; a device for decreasing permitted clearance of the bearing support relative 
to the axis and two parts which constituted by a stator structure, wherein each part 
includes a first ramp provided on one of the two parts and a protuberance provided on 
the other of the two parts.
